Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Muserlian argued that the claimed limitations drawn to 
compounds having an imidazole nucleus, pterines, and pyridines were removed from the independent claims prior to 
the Examination of the broad claims, and that such was inadvertent. Further, it was argued that dependent claims 
contained such subject matter, and therefore, the Examiner must have inadvertently missed such subject matter, and 
hence, it was not considered. Examiner Nguyen argued that the original claims in the previous Application were 
subject to many rejections for indefiniteness, and therefore, there were at least rejections on such subject matter. 
Further, Applicant's amendments appeared to be in the face of such rejections, and therefore, the evidence of record is 
that Applicant gave up the subject in view of rejection. Lastly, Examiner Kelly stated that a review of the prosecution 
history and priority documents appears to indicate that Applicant did not possess the genera of chemical compounds of 
the formula in Claim 1 , with any halide in the place of "X", but only those that were Chloride. Mr. Muserlain agreed to 
review the specification for such possession, as well as to provide a complete review of the prosecution history in the 
previous Application with regard to when amendments were made and rejections were made, demonstrating that the 
subject matter was never given up in the face of any rejection, and that therefore, they may regain such subject matter. 
Further, Mr. Muserlain agreed to review the previously-submitted, non-entered, claims and make sure that the future 
amendment due provides a proper marking of the claims. Lastly, Mr. Muserlain agreed that the subsequent response 
would comply with the demonstration of possession, review of the history of the prior Application, and mark the 
amendments properly.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
